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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as being anticipated by Bradley 
(6773206). Bradley discloses a multi portion column assembly comprising: 

1. a first column portion 3 and a second column portion 3 that together define 
an interface shown in figure 8 

2. the second column portion 3 including a first plurality of surface features 
adjacent the interface 

3. a backing member included on the first column portion, the backing 
member including a flange that extends across the interface such that the 
flange is proximate the first plurality of features; see annotations 

4. a keying material positioned on the flange; the keying material including a 
second plurality of surface features that cooperatively intermeshes with 
the first surface features when the first and second column portions are 
mated such that a desired alignment between the first and second column 
portions is achieved
